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FOREWORD 


This Indian Standard (Second Revision) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized 
by the Animal Husbandry, Feeds and Equipment Sectional Committee had been approved by the Food and 
Agriculture Division Council. 


The oilcake derived from Sesamum (Sesamum indicum Linn.) or gingelly oilcake is a feed of high nutritive 
value. It is expected that this standard will assist in the development of the mixed feeds industry in the country. 


This standard was first published in 1961 and subsequently revised in 1982. In the first revision of this standard, 
the modifications related to the requirements were included taking note of the latest development in the 
manufacturing, trading, storing and consumption pattern of the product and the test methods were aligned with 
IS 7874 (Part 1). In this revision, the classification of sesamum oilcake into two grades ‘high fat’ and ‘low fat’ 
for expeller pressed has been removed and only one grade of expeller pressed oilcake has been specified. The 
requirements of crude protein, crude fat, crude fibre and acid insoluble ash for sesamum oilcake have also been 
updated. 


For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the final value, 
observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in accordance with IS 2 : 1960 
“Rules for rounding off numerical values (revised)’. The number of significant places retained in the rounded off 
value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

1 SCOPE 


1.1 This standard prescribes the reguirements and the 
methods of sampling and test for sesamum oilcake for 
use as livestock feed ingredient. 


1.2 This standard does not cover the solvent-extracted 
sesamum oilcake meant for livestock as feed ingredient.

3 TYPES 
3.1 The material shall be of the following two types: 


a) Expeller Oilcake — shall be the product 
obtained after the expression of oil from 
sesamum seeds by the expeller method. 


b) Ghani Pressed Oilcake — shall be the product 
obtained after the expression of oil from 
sesamum seeds by the animal-driven ghani. 


4 REQUIREMENTS 


4.1 Description 


The material shall be free from rancidity, adulterants, 
insect or visible fungus infestation and from fermented, 
musty or other objectionable odours. It shall also be 
free from dirt and other extraneous matter including 
iron or other metallic pieces. 


4.2 The material shall also conform to the requirements 
prescribed in Table 1. 


5 PACKING AND MARKING 


5.1 Packing 


The material shall be packed in clean, dry and sound 
jute bags as agreed to between the purchaser and the 
vendor. 


5.2 Marking 


Each bag shall be indelibly and legibly marked to give 
the following information: 


a) Name and type of the material; 
b) Name of the manufacturer; 

c) Batch or Code number; 

d) Net quantity in kg;

6 SAMPLING 


6.1 Representative samples shall be drawn and 
conformity of the material in the lot to the requirements 
of this specification shall be determined according to 
the method prescribed in Annex H of IS 2052. 


7 TESTS 


7.1 Tests shall be carried out as prescribed in col 5 of 
Table 1. 


7.2 Quality of Reagents 


Unless specified otherwise, pure chemicals and 
distilled water (see IS 1070) shall be employed in tests. 


NOTE — ‘Pure chemicals’ shall mean chemicals that do not 
contain impurities which affect the results of analysis.
